Con» 
fantins and Conftance, two of his Sons, govern- 
ed- one the Ealt, the other the Weſt; but 3s 
they enjoyed nor the great qualities of their Fa- 
ther, {ſo were they neither beloved of their 
Subjects, nor feared of their Enemies like him 3 
and they had much ado to ſuſtain a part of that 
burden, which he: himſelf had born with fo 
| much glory. 

[It was about the ninth year of their Reign, 
when Theodo/izs was born at 7ralica, 2 little City 
of Spain, upon the banks of the River Ber. 
He was of a very Noble Family, and deſcend-

name was Theodoſins, and his Mother Thermantia, 


bath endowed with all the vertues that were 


agreeable to their Sey. He foon made ap 

20 t&wwirable natwrey; and he was educated w 
2bundance of care. 'He hid for his Turor, one 
Anatolizs, 4 learned rhan, that deſpiſed Riches, 
bur forgot nothing for his advancement to Ho- 
nors. This Philoſopher taught him the firſt 
principles of hurane Sciences ; - and foreſeeing 
that they wouls-ſoon rob him of his Seholar ro 
fend him to the War, he made haſte £o frame 
his Gezizs, and rendered him in 2 little time Ca» 
pable to judge of the merit. apd works of 
learned men.. He mace it his pribcipal buſt- 
nels to inſpire him with good and generous 
Sentiments , by obſerving to him in Hifhry 
thoſe Examples, which he ought co paff ; 
and gave ' him the firft impreſhons of honoes 
and probiry, which face ruled all che ations of 
his Life.--- Scarce was Theono ms palt his Infancy, 
bor his Father, w his valor and his pru- 
cence was advanced to the chief employments 
of war, refolved to take him-along with him to 
che hrft expedition, that ſhould be attempted 
291inſt the Barbarians.

defeated chem entirely, and eſtabliſhed (eenrt- 
ty in City. and Country.” In all theſe Enconn- 
ters he made appear as much of 'Valor, as Dif- 
cretion ; and 'tis red of him, that he never 
commanded his Soldiers to an Atrtempr, but he 
firſt gave himſelf for an Example. 


X. Theodofms (hewed himſelf a worthy Son 
of this renowned Captain , and #forded in 
theſe firſt occaſions, marks of his future great- 
nefs. Afaximu, by birth an Englih-man, who 
took a pride in boaſting of his Deſcent from 
the Race of Conftantine, {crved at the ſame time 
in the ſame Army. . Theſe two young Men, 
who were one day to cifpute between them 
the Empire of the World, came to know one 
another , and fignalized themſelves by Emnla- 
tion in this Expedition. They were almoſt of 
the ſame age, their fpirits, their courage were 
alike; and both enjoyed the ſame great paſſion 
to exalt rhemſelves by way of Arms; but they 
were different as to manners.

THEODOSIUS the Great. 
25 he was not. far from the Army, the chief Ofh- 
cers conſpired together to caeate him Emperor. 
Cereatis his Ulncle managed all the Increigue with 
Dexterity , and Soom obtained Merobadec , 
who commanded the Infancry- They cut off che 
bridges, and guarded all che paſſages which led 
to the Quarters of the Gaul, Troops that were 
mutinous and diſaffefted. All that were {uſpeted 
to them had orders to march, before they under- 
ſtood any thing of the Emperors deach. They 
took care to remove in Particular tne Count Se- 
baſtian, a firm and peaceable man, but too much 
beloved of the Soldiers in ſuch au occahion. Af- 
ter having thus diſpoſed all chings, Ceres/zs wenr 
to ſeek his Nephew, and made him to be declared 
Auguſtus tix days after his Fathers death. 

1 They that were concerned in' this Election, 
wrote to Gratian, that the Enemies having retaken 
courage ſince the death of his Father, the Army

| they had been conſtrained to eledt the Prince Ya- 


lentinian, before {tiring ſpirits could have time to 
take other meaſures ; rhat chey begg'd his Maje- 
fy ro excuſe them, if they had not ſtaid for his 
conſent 3 and to pardon them a faule, which they 
had not committed but for the good of the State, 
and the intereſt of his Family, Grain beirg 
offended at their proceedings, was upon che poinc 
of being ſevere with ſome : but he was appeaſed 
almoſt at che ſame riine, and confirming the Ele- 
ction of this young Prince, he not only accepted 
of him for a Collegue, buc would alſo be to him 
inſtead of a Father. He concented himſelf with 
the Provinces which are on this ſide the 4/ps, and 
eft him Ira'y, Africh, and 1{hrium to govern.

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XXXVII. The death of Theodofru the Father, 
and the diſgrace of- his Son arrived in this time, 


by the jealouſy of the Miniſters of the Empire, 


and the [ntrigues of the Emperor Yalens,who cou 

not endure thoſewhom he thought worthy to fuc- 
ceed him. This hatred was founded upon Pre- 
ditions and Horoſcopes which he thought in- 


evitable, and yet would endeavour to avoid 


them.. 

He was a Prince who had many defe&ts , and 
whole good qualities were extingu*hed by the 
bad. Sometimes he took | Reſolutions good 
enough, but he ofcen wanted the force or capacity 
co execute them. He ſtopt the Ambition and In- 
{olence of the Grandees, bar it was almoſt always 
in their oppreſſion. He —H have enjoyed the 
glory of being a good Friend, if he had known 
how to chuſe his friendſhips. He did not charge 


che Provinces wh Taxes, but he ruined the beſt. 


honſes of the Empire, and would regain upon rhe 
confiſcations of particulars, what he loft in leſ- 
{ening the publick Impoſts. As ſoon as any one 
was accuſed before him to be rich, *twas jent 
ro prove him guilty ; and without putting himſelf 
:0 the trouble of diſcerning truth from falſhcod, 
nenever ceaſed to puniſh when it would prove to 
his advantage. He was always ready to give long 
Audiences to Flatterers, and was tired when they 
began to juſtify themſelves ; which gave occaſion 
for Oppreſſons and Calumnies. 


XXX VIII. There had been divers Attempts 
made againſt him fince his Reign, which made him 
fearful and ſuſpitious. Some corrupted Courtiers 
made their advanraze by this infirmity of the Em- 

| peror, 
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peror, and perſuaded him at every turn,that he in- 
curr'd ſome great danger ; ſome ro ger themſelves 
eſteemed , and ro render themſelves neceſlary ; 
others to get rid of cheir Enemies without punith- 
ment, by accuſing them of diſaffeftion to the 
Prince. All the latrigues of Conrt rowled upon 
none bur falſe Reports, and imaginary Attempts. 
Marters were come to that point, that it was a' 
time to explicate a PrediQion, or to ſpeak of the 
Sacceffor of Yalens; this ealinefs to believe and 
fear all chings , was the occaſion of the loſs of 
ſeveral great Men, and particularly that of old 
Theodoſins 
Palladixe, a Man of an inferior birth, and much 
given to Magick, having been arreſted as an Ac- 
complice of ſome Lords at Court, who were ac- 
cuſed for robbing the Exchequer,was pur into the 
hands of Modeſt ns Pr efettus Pretorio. He was 
examined, and would diſcover nothing. He was 4=»:-7 
pur to the Rack, which he ſoon endured with con- ** ** 
{tancy® enough; but when he found himſelf ill 
prefled with I orments, he cryed our that he had 
things to tell of more importance than choſe he 
was examined for, and which had relation co the 
perſon of the Prince. He was permitted to re- 
cover his breath,and as he was encouraged co ſpeik, 
he declared that there had been lacely held 2 fe- 
cret Cabal, wherein by Witchcrafts and dereſtable 
Preſages, they hd learne the Deſtiny of the Em- 
peror, and the Name of him who was to ſucceed 
him in the Empire. EF: wear fo far as to name 
tnoſe who were aM1tanc in it; they were arreſted 
upon the ſpot, and durſt not deny a thing, whoſe 
| circumltances were already known.

of Quality, and ſeveral Page» Philoſophers, wha 
were aſlociated to-know what ſhould happen after 
the Emperor's death. The Averfion which they 
had for the Chriſtian Religion, and the defire. of 
ſeeing theirs eſtabliſhed, gave them this Curio(uy. 
They were in hopes the Oracle would name {i 
of their Party z. they had already before-hand caſt 
their eyes upon Theodorws, one of the Secretaries 
of Valens, of a very noble Family amongſt the 
Gaul: , eſteemed for his Probity , his Parts and 
Courage, who lived in the quality of a mighty 
Lord, and in a tumultuous Coure was 
of all the World, beſides that he kept up in his 
ations and diſcourſes a generous liberty. Theſe 
great qualities made him to be lookt upon as a 
perſon capable of reſtoring the mp of the 
Gods, to which he was very __ ed. 

Theſe Philoſophers being poſſefſed by this 
thought, aflembled privately together in one of 
their houſes. There they made a T rivet of Lau- 


rel Branches reſembling that of Delphos, and con- 


ſecrated it with Imprecations, and extraordinary 


Ceremonies. They put over it a Baſon compo- 


{ed of different meta's, about which they ranked 
the four and twenty Letters of. the Alphabet ar 
2n equal diſtance, The moſt expert Magician of 


the Company, being covered with a linnen cloth, Þ 


and bearing in his hands ſome Vervein, went for- 
ward, and began his Invocations, bowing his head 
ſometimes on one fide, then on the other. Ar laſt 
be ſtopt ſhort, bolding upon the Baſon a Ring 
ryed to a Filer, As he made an end of murmu- 
ring his magick words, it is reported that the Iri- 
vet was ſaiden!y obſerved to move the Ring ro 
leap and 2vicate infenſibly. and at length to fall 


here and there upon thole Lecters it ſeemed ro 


bave 
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have choſen. Theſe Letters being thus touched, 
left their places , and went ſucceſſively ro rank 
apes the Lee one would have ſaid 
that an invifible hand had thus colle&ed them to- 
gether : they compoſed Anſwers in heroick 
Verſes F which all the Afſſiſtzars diligencly re- 


XL. The firſt thing that the Oracle informed 
them, was that their Curioſity ſhould coſt ”-n 
all their Lives, and that the Emperor ſhoald foon 
after die at Mimas of a horrible kind of death : 
then they were for knowing the Name of his Suc- 
ceſſor. The wan continuing to jump 
apon the Letrers, coll theſe two Syllables 
Tbe-o: the d came preſently ro join them. 
Whereupon one of the Aſſiſtants interrupted the 
Charm, and cryed Our, That their wiſhes were AC- 
compliſhed, and that it was the Orders of Deſtiny that 
Theodorus ſpould reign after V alens. They asked 
no further ; and without conſidering the misfor- 
rung that the Orzcle had foretold them, as 'tis na- 
tural to believe eaſily what one wiſhes to come ro 
pals, they all expected the accompliſhment of che 
deſtiny of Theedoruss 


XLI. As ſoon as the Aﬀair had been thus dil- 
g covered at Antiech, Valens knowing that Theodorus 
{ was at Conſtantinople for tome domeſtick Afﬀairs, 
{ fenr Guards thither to cake him, and to bring him 
ſafe: which was done. He was examined , and 
he replied that he had no ſhare in this Intrigue 


| that fincehe came to know it, he had a deſign to 


| reveal it co the Emperor, but chat he was aſſured 
| itwas oong on but a Philoſophical Curiofity ; 
' thatit wasa hideous Crime to attempt the uſur- 


Pation 
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pation of the Empire, but that it was lawful to 
expect from Deſtiny, whoſe Orders were inevi- 
rable ; that as for him, he had neither enterprized, 
nor depended any thing thereupon. Letters were 
produced ro him, by which he was convicted of 
having flattered himſelf with the Prediction, and 
conſulted his Friend about the time, and means of 
putting it into Execution. 


XLII. The Emperor cauſed his Head to be 
taken off, and commanded an enquiry afterall 
his Accomplices, and to exterminate all the Phi-. 
lofophers that fince the Empire of 7=lia» made 
open profeſſion of Magick. It was repreſented 
to him, that all the Priſons were already full of 
perſons convicted, or ſuſpect , and that ſome 
favour would be moſt juſt in the number : bur he 
was offended with this Remonſtrance, and gave 
Orders for all to be put to death indifferently 
without other form. of Proceſs. This cruel Sen- 
rence was executed , the Innocents were con- 
founded with the Guilty, ſome periſhed by the 
Sword, others by Fire, many were torn in pieces 
by the Rack ; above all, they burned the Ma- 
picians with their Books, and no one durſt appear 
in a Gown throughout all Af, leſt the reſem- 
blance of the Habic ſhould make them go for 
Philoſophers. There was nothing to be ſeen in 
Antioch but Blood diffuſed, Houſes conſumed,and 
Fires kindled ; which rendred the Emperor to 
odious, that they made throughout the City this 
pablick Imprecation againſt him , That Valens 
might himſelf one day be burnt alive, 

That which was moſt deplorable herein, was, 
that they made a ſoveraign judgment upon ſhmple 


Suſpicions, without entring into any — - 
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liſcuſſion. A Lady was condemned to dye, for 
boaſting that ſhe was recoved of a Quartan Apgue mice 
by pronouncing certain words The. Eſtate of az, 29. 
reat Lord was confiſcated, for having got the 
Nativity of one of his Children calculated. 
Rich Burgeſs was executed, becauſe there was 
ound amongſt his papers the figure of one of his 
Brothers, named Palence. A young man was put 
o death, for having affirmed himſelf ro be cured 
of a diſtemper in the Bath, by carrying his Fin- 
ers one after another ro his Stomach,and naming 
e vawels ſo many times. 


XLIII. As great paſhions are not only criminal, 
ut alſo ridiculous : Yalens imagined to himſelf, 
hat he could deſtroy this fatal Emperor, which 
he Oracle had exprefſed but by halves ; not think- 
ng that there is a Divine Providence, chat laughs 
at hc fore-{zghts, and that a Tyrant never 
cilled his Succeſſor. He attempred to ceſtroy 
all Perſons of Quality, whoſe names began by the 
wo ſyllables ſuſpeted, and made fo exact an $94om. !.c 
nquiry, that many to preſerve themſelves, were © =*: 
obliged to quit their names, and to take others 
notſo dangerous, 


XLIV. The THEODOSIUS's had acquired too 
much reputation to eſcape the perſecutions of a 
Prince, ſo cruel and ſuſpicious. Theodoſlus the 
Father was ſtill in 4fica, where Valentinian had 
eſteemed him neceſſary for the repoſe of the 
Province. After he had extinguiſhed the fire of 
Rebellion, he, had informed the Court of the 
miſery of the People, and made high complaints 
of the Roman Count, who had conſumed them, 
by his avarice and inhumane dealings. He had 
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rigorouſly puniſhed ſome of his Accomplices, and 
feared not to publiſh che intelligences of chis Go- 
vernor with ſome incereſſed Miniſters, who made 
an advantage of his concuffions, and proteed him 
near the Emperor, This firmnets of Theodofrus had 
procured him the hatred of choſe powerful men, 
who ſtuck cloſe to the Prince after having abuſed. 
him, and who affording themſelves the freedom 
of committing things unjuſt, would debar others 
. that of diſcovering them, and making com- 
Paints, | | 

The Emperor Yalens was contented to entertain 
theſe enmities . under-hand, without daring to 
attempt any thing in the life time of Yalentinias ; 
but after his death , he kept no meaſures any 
longer, and took the ſame aſcendant over his 
Nephews, that his Brother had formerly taken 
over him. He gained the Miniſters of Gratiar, 
already prepoſlefled by their Jealoufies. He 
joyned with the Empreſs 7«ſtine, an Arrian, as vio- 
lent as himſelf, and made fo good a uſe of the 
favonrable conjuncture of theſe new Reigns, that 
mixing the Intereſts of the State with thoſe of 
Religion, and the Paſſions of others with hisown 
he brought Theodoſovs to his trial. He was arreſted 
in Carthage; and. whether he was accuſed for in» 
cending to make himſelf Maſter of 4frick, or had 
other crimes ſuppoſed againſt him , he was con- 
demned to die in thoſe very places, where he had 


triumphed a little before. 


XLV. Theodoſjus ſeeing himſelf oppreſſed by 
envy, employed the remaining part of his time in 
choughts of his Salvation. He received Baptiſm, 
which through the evil cuſtom of that time he had 


ceferred, and tied innocent before God, wa 
| ad 
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had lived-without reproach,and with Glory befote 9 { 7: 


men. His Son was ſtill in 2Mwfie, where he com © 


manded the Army, beloved of the People,eſteem- 
ed of the Soldiers, and dreaded of the Enemies 
of the Empire. As he was” no lefy to'be feared 
for his:vertues-than his Father, he-would infallibly 
have run the ſame forrane with

curion of Yalexs, who upon the ſubject of ſuſpici- 
ons,” was not of a humor to leave a'crime imper- 
fe.

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He ſent in the mean time ſeveral Parties above ;z; ;. 
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Faith with him,and wquld become in folent,as ſoon

Others, ro accommodate themſelves to the hy- 
mor of the Prince, repreſented to him, that it was 
for his glory to give Retreat co the unfortunate; 
that he might encreaſe his Armies with 2 great 
number of theſe ſtrangers ; and that. diſchargi 
the Provinces from the Recruits they were obl: 
to furnicth, he might draw from them every yex 
confiderable Sums as a compenſation» Theſe Rez 
fons affected the Emperor. He granted the Goth 
their demands, and fent Orders to Lapicin Gover- 
nor of Thrace, to furniſh them wich Neceſlarie: 
and to receive them into his Province, upon cor 
dition {till that they (ſhould enter therein withor 
Arms,that they ſhould not exceed the limits whic 
thould be fer out to them, and that they ſhaulc 
fend their Male Children into the Eaſt; to be 
brought up there in the exercite of Roman D 
cipline.

They endured 
theſe Excremities, till ſuch time as Deſpair made 
them begin ro murmur. cis, miſtruftiog a Re- 
volt, being reſolved at the time nor to relax, 
kepr himſelf upon his guard, and got the Thraciar 
Army together on this fide. A/athte and Safrax, 
to whom Yalen; had refuſed to give Recreat,coal(t- 
ed the Danube at that time, and finding lome pla- 
ces but ill guarded, made ſhift to get ſome Boats, 
and made their Horſe paſs over in diſorder. As 
for Athenaric, he durſt not ask any favor of the 
Emperor, who had hated him of a long time, and 
threw himſelf upon 2 quarter of the Sarmats,where 
he eſtabliſhed him(eif by force of Arms. 

In the mean time King Fr:itsgern retained the 
Fury of the Geths, and dexterouſly managed the 
2 humor ofthe Roman;, till he could diſcover his re- 
$ ſentmenc wich more ſecurity. Having informa- 
tion by Spies, that A/arhte and Safrex had paſſed 

the River, and foreſeeing that he ſhould have oc-

Ar laſt he encamped near Mar- 
t;2nopold, where Lupicin received him into his houte, 
and entertained him magnificently.

She deteſted the impiety of the Arians almoſt as 
much as that of Idolaters, and frequently ſaid, Thas 
there was but little difference between thoſe who adored 
Goas that had no exiſtence, and thoſe wha would not 
achnowledge Feſws Chrift to be cue. So would ſhe 
never entertain any Commetce with them,avoid- 
ing the ſnares which they laid- ſeveral times 
for her curiofity, and taking no other rule of her 
Faith , than the decifions of the Nicean Council. 
She even averted the Emperor from the deſign, 
which had been ſuggeſted to him of going to hear 
Emunomins, who preached at Calcedon over __ 
Conſtantinople, and whom the Arians made pa for 
the fineſt genius, and moſt eloquent Theologian of 
his Age. By this means ſhe hindred theſe Here» 
ricks from giving ill impreſſions to this Prince,and 
the honour he ſhould have done to them, was of 
no ſervice to encreaſe the 'repuration,of their Ora- 
ror, or to authorize their Aſſemblies Theodoſins 
loft this dangerous curioſity, and even chaſed from 
his Palace ſome of his domeſticks, who had a 
ſecret correſpondence with Euromins.

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All theſe vertues of the Empreſs made her loſs &\AAL 
to be lamented. As foon-as the news of her death An.38s. 
was diſperſed, all the City was in mourning , the WY 
Poor melted into tears, the People run in mult 
cudes to the place where the was dead. Theodoſims 
made her Body to be tranſported to Conſtantinople, 
and in, the oppreſſion he was , he could find no 
conſolation but in rendring to this Princeſs all the 
hogours which were juſtly her due. She left two 
living Children, and found again in Heaven wo 
more, whom God had raken to himſelf a lirtle 
after they were born. Gregory of Nyſſa made her 
ſanera! Elogy in preſence of the Emperor, where 4 NY 
he calls her the Pillar of the Charch, the Treaſure of 31.itl.a 
the Poor, and the Santtuary of the miſerable. | 


LI. It was about this time that the Empreſs 
Faſtine incenſed againſt St. Ambroſe, thought the 
might diſcover her reſenement. The death of 
Gratia#;the diſtance of Theodofrxes, the Treaty con- 
cluded with Maximm , gave her the freedom of 
acting in the whole extent of her power. The 
Catholick Biſhop elected at Sirmizm in (ſpite of 
her, the Church which ſhe had obtained by fur- 
prize in Af5/an, and which the had been obliged to 
reſtore, her Ariani/m recuced to her own Officers, 
and all her enterprizes againſt Religion croſled, 
immediately returned into her mind.
